DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 42-47, 50-58, 79, 87-90 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 42, and similarly claim 79 are allowed in view of applicant's amendments, 
remarks, and submissions filed 08/06/2010. Specifically, although 3GPP2 discloses 
generation of a public long code mask that includes a Flow ID and Service ID, 3GPP2 
fails to disclose a channel identifier and flow identifier allocated from a least significant 
bit to a more significant bit In a portion of the public long code mask to which a specific 
header is not allocated. Furthermore, NEEDHAM discloses the use of a long code 
mask and channel identifier (Walsh code) for encoding of data over a forward link, 
however, as disclosed on Figure 3 and col. 3, line 45-55, the long code mask and Walsh 
code are summed to scramble the coded information. 

Claims 43-47, 50-58 and 87-90_are allowed as being dependent on allowable 
subject matter.
